By many, and especially by that party who 
are the greatest advocates for this measure, It 
will be received as Its greatest recommenda- 
tion. They are for a strong central Go?ern. 
ment, and this Is a part of the means of 
effecting their object. 

For the same reasan they loc k with favor 
upon the division of old Butts and the pre- 
scription of new boundaries. 

For the same reason they advocate the 
appointment of military governors or pro- 
consuls over tte seceded S ate*. 
Toeyare cor>t>U'.ent in this. Their reasons 
eckarnndtho oijact before them plain — 
the concentration of all power la a Federal 
Government. 

It would b2 more uiflleult for them to prove 
that the plan they have wiuld establish a bet- 
ter government. They seem to labor undtr 
the Impression that the old system of govern- 
ment was e» arbitrary creation of the men of 
the revolution, Instead of a national growth. 
Arguing thus, they see no reason why thty 
may Lot create one equally as gocd or better. 

This is An error. The old government, 
good, bad or in i a -rent, was a creation of 
th. It came into belne and gathered 
streigih by degrees, just as other nations have 
dote. The Constitution came naturally lrom 
it as tbe defined opinion of the majority. 

They may claim that, in a like manner, they 
can now define the opinion of the majority ; to 
do this they inutl be able to define what that 
opinion It. Oor forefathers could and have 
dine it. This demands more than a general 
declaration ol conferring all power on the 
Federal <; jverniaeat. How would It look to 
bt to the Federal G avcrnmcnt sole control 
over the interrAH ol such S.ates aa California 
and Or: got* It must be clear that necessarily 
tbey uust hiva power, and a great deal of 
power, to regulate their own Internal amirs. 
H they must have this power why should other 
communities, ucder the same general govern- 
ment, have lest? II it 1« to be an equal govern" 
t they mutt have that power or we must 
cut t ff those distant Slates, In common jus* 
tice, to allow them ta enjoy that control over 
domtstic atTilrs whic^i wo ourselves enjoy. A 
c?nirai:z:d govertm;nt situated at Washrg- 
ton must, from mere propinquity, be better 
ab'ctolook to Iheloctl interest of the ad- 
joining 8-»tca than they could to those of the 
Pacific, or even the Gulf States. ThU will 
arise from no desire to favor one section, but 
from Inevitable n.Hural ciuses. We need not 
refer to historical examples of how strong 
central governments have always enriched 
particular localities at the expense of distant 
province* or communities. The fact Is ap- 
parent in a nation of the extent of cur own, 
without illustration. 

This being admitted, the error of these gen 
tlemen la seen. The Government they so 
zealously seek would be of incalculable In- 
jury, if possible i but it is manifestly impos&i 
ble. If we are to control the aame amount of 
territory, we must divide It into self-govern- 
ing communities— no matter by what name it 
is called — or t»k« the other alternative of re- 
ducing Its territory down to a sizs capable cf 
being handled. They are thus forced down to 
the admission that the old system was the 
higheet wisdom, since it was not only the 
best, but the only way of governing a country 
of such extent. 

They point us to evils under the old Gov- 
ernment. We may admit the evils and reply 
that their method will certainly cure the dis- 
ease, but at the same til 
tient. 

1 bey are thus reduced to the alternative of 
cither giving up the plan or begging the que*, 
tion, ty printing out one specific injury which 
they propocn to remove, after which they are 
ptepared to allow things to remain as tbey 
are. When asked to point out this injury 
they declare it to be slavery and the war. We 
can grant, for tbe argument, that the contend- 
ing Interests are the only cause of the war, 
and we ask them to prove that the removal of 
this institution by Federal authority will re- 
move all contending interest*, or If it will cer- 
tainly remove any. 

The North and South had contending inter- 
ests before slavery was spoken of. The war 
cf 1812 came near dividing off the E .stern 
, by violence, before tbe ques- 
tion of slavery was broached. What If, at that 
time, as a remedy, it haa been made unconsti- 
tutional iorthe Federal Government to lay an 
embargo upon the ports of any State without 
is cor ssni ? This would have beeR removing 
what was esteemed a great ir jnry. So the 
North and South quarreled about tbe tariff, 
about the alien and sedition law?, abont tul- 
llficatlon. All these were esteemed Injuries, 
but It was thought best to leave the States as 
they were and leave the result to* time. 80, If 
a new population grows up In the South, nat-

the observer in traveling through the United 
States. This difference in tbe countenance 
arises from an entire difference in the mode 
of living and doing business, ard the slate of 
society. The more carefully we investigate 
this matter the more evident become* tue 
contrast between exclusive 
mixed labor communities. 

In speaking of the different aunties of Ltw- 
tucky, and theamount which Uey contributed 
to tbe State revenue, we remarked that, ac- 
cording to tbe Auditor's Report for one 
family in the seven slave Ubor counties was 
worth m re to the State 10. sustaining iu 
revenue thon four families in tue white- labor 
countiea. This statement, however, does not 
do full Justice to tbe deference. When we 
ximine more c'osely the sources of otste 
revenue we discover tnat It u tbe slave-labor 
counties vUich ststaln the State government, 
and that the white labor countiea, Instead ot 
helplcg l-s State treasury, are absolutely an 
Incumbrance upon the dtate, and their own 
cout ty e-.p nses have to be paid b; the slave- 
labr-r co-nties! 

We btve a considerable list of counties 
which do cot collect tevenne enough to pay 
their own expenses, snd, therefore, instead of 
paying anythihg into the State treasury, have 
their own expenses paid by the revenue col- 
lected from slave-labor counties. Cf tbe 
whole eighteen white labor counties there is 
not one, excepting Kenton, which Is not s 
serious burden upon the treasury, and tsenton 
does not pay twenty cents a bead upon Its 
population The following tshle, based upon 
tbe Auditor's Leport for IsdO, shows that, 
while the whole eighteen white -labor counties 
w»re a burden upon the State to tbe amount of 
$58,169 J3 per annum, the slave labor counties

educate their own children, butpiythe ex- 
oeoses of educating the children of the white- 
labor counties. Tue fact is, that ex-lusive| 
white-labor communities are too poor, and 
will not educate their children generally un 
less compelled or assisted by lsw. It wss 
wisely, therefore, provided in the North- 
ern ' white-labor State, that education 
should be supported by leglslsliosi ana 
by the tax-gatherer. This is all that has 
aved our country from bfing ruined entirely 
by t-e downward tendencies ot an exclusive 
white labor ststem. The experiment of sus- 
taining a republic is a difficult and uncertain 
one. Let the common school laws of the 

bite-labor Stales ba repealed and a few gen 
emionswill witness the utter extinction of 
civil liberty in those States, unless it shsll be 
sustained by seme outside help. Nor Is It 
without peril that any slave-labor State, la our 
present siege of progress, can leave education 
to private exertion alone. The number cf 
tbe'r uneducated whites In their paorer 
counties is a dark stain on their escutcheon 
It is a grave and difficalt problem In reference 
o any population to determine whether their 
.erdency is downward or upward— whether to 
relrccede toward barbarism or srbitrary and 
cruel despotism, or on tbe other hand to ad- 
vart3 toward higher moral civilization and 
constitutional liberty. It is well settled by 
tne experience ot sges that the tendency of 
the bl-.ck race, unassisted by the white, is 
toward oarbarism and despotism combined. 
As ta the different white races, the tendency 
of the greater number Is toward s very slow 
but sure p-ogrtss in civilisation and govern- 
ment. Bat In rtferecce to any particular 
white community, the question of progress or 
retrocession dapenca very much upon the 
smouct of capital they can command. With 
capital well diffused their progress is general y 
sure; without it they degenerate so much In 
saind and morals that their progress seems to 
ndefinltciy postponed or at least post- 
pored until capital is acquired. We can see

At or near that place they ceperatcd, »2d 
eight or ten of them went irto the lown, gath- 
ered up ali the citiaens they could find and 
atood tuem single file along the porch of the 
hotel and robbed each individual. By this 
transaction they succeeded in getting up- 
warde of $i,000 in money, about 
gold watches and a number of 
The leader rode his horse inside the postcllije, 
robbed the mail and the postmaster, and in 
fact they did not let any of the MM escape 
being robbed. The Shelbyville state, which 
left here in the morning, had passed thrrugb 
Just before the raecals arrived, 
had they le-rhcd this fact than 
they started off up the road to overtake it. 
On the road they robbed e\ery one 
and followed the s'a<e to within three miles 
ot the town, where they halted, and remain' :i 
until it started back to this city. The stage 
contained a lady, her daughter and two chil 
ren, and some other piasengers, with their 
1 the malls.

They handed the papers back to him. At lest 
accounts they were coming down the pike in 
the dire tlon of M-ddletown, robbing every 
body they met. No doubt they will ccme on 
to the city tnd put up at tome of our flrtt 
class hotels. These men were all drunk, and 
bold enough to do anything. The Israel 
byville stage arrived last night. 

Later.— We have since learned that this 
partv first started from in the neighborhood 
of Bardstown on Wednesday morning, and 
came down the pike to Eist Fcrk bridge, 
which they burned. They ctterwards return- 
ed and burnt Cox Creek bridge, then came cs 
down the pike to Salt river, where they burned 
thit bridge. They arrived at Mount Wisb- 
lcgton in the evening aid remained there 
until 10 o'clock that ni;;ht.

The Words we Use. 
De simple, unaffected; be honest in your 
speaking and writing. Never use a long 
word where a short one will do. Call a 
ipftdc ft sp&dc not ft W6tl jVvDOwp oblong 
instrument of 'manual industry; let home 
be a home, not a residence; a place aplac*, 
not a locality, and so of the reet. Where a 
short word will do, you always lose by 
using a long one. You lose in clearness, 
you lose in honest expression of your mean- 
ing; and, in the estimation of all men who 
are competent to judge, you lose in reputa- 
tion for ability. 

The only true way to shine, even in this 
false world, is to be modest and unassuming. 
Falsehood may be a very thick crust, but 
in course of time truth will find a place to 
break through. Elegance of language may 
not be in the power of all of us, but sim- 
plicity and straightforwardness are. 

Write as you would speak; speak as you 
think. If with your inferior, speak no 
coarser than usual; if your superior, speak 
no finer. Be what you say, and within the 
rules of prudence, say what you are. 
Avoid all oddity of expression. No one ever 
was a gainer by singularity of words, or in 
pronunciation. The truly wise man will so 
speak that no one will observe how he 
speaks. A man may show ereat knowledge 
of chemistry by carrying about bladders of 
strange gases to breathe, but he will enjoy 
better health, and find more time for 
business who lives on common air 

When 1 hear a person use a queer ex- 
pression or pronounce a name in reading 
differently from his neighbor, the habit 
always goes down, minus sign, before it 
stands on the side of deficit, not credit. 
Avoid, likewise, all slang words. There is 
no preater nuisance in society than a talker 
of slang. It is only fit (when innocent, 
which it seldom is i for raw school boys and 
one-term freshmen^to astonish their sisters 
with. Talk as sensible men talk, use the 
easiest words in their commonest meaning. 
Let the sense conveyed, not the vehicle in 
which it is conveyed, be your subject of 
attention. 

Once more, avoid in conversation all 
singularity of accuracy. One of those bores 
of society is the bore that is always setting 
you right; who when yoa report from the 
paper that 10,000 men fell in some battle, 
tells you that it was 9,999; who when you 
describe your walk as two miles out and 
back assures you it lacked half a furlough 
of it. Truth does not consist in minute 
accuracy of detail, but in conveying a right 
impression; and there are vague ways of 
speaking that are truer than strict facts 
would be. When the Psalmist said, "rivers 
of waters run down my eyes, because man 
keeps not Thy law," he did not state the 
fact, but he stated a truth deeper than fact 
and also truer.
